Truman Visits Marines After Apology 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 
7— UP)— 
President Truman made an unher- 
alded visit to the 
Marine Corps 
league's meeting today and express- 
ed hope there will never be "anoth- 
er misunderstanding" between him 
and the Marines. 
It Was a personal and emphatic 
follow up to his apology of Wednes- 
' day for his earlier 
"unfortunate" 
words about the fighting Corps. 
The league gave him a standing 
ovation and applauded 
furiously 
when he said, with a grin: 
"You succeeded in enticing 
me 
over here." 
Furor Mentioned 
With his mind obviously on the 


furor over his description of 
the 
Marines as a "police force" with "a 
propaganda machine that is almost 
equal to Stalin's," Truman said. 


"There are incidents that some 
time appear almost as if it was the 
end of the world at the time," but 


that eventually turn out to be for 
the good of the country. 


Then he added, that when 
he 
makes a "mistake, I try to correct 


Truman went on to express his 
resentment over 
"unfounded 
at- 
tacks against certain men in the 
public service." He attributed those 
attacks to politics in connection 
with the approaching 
November 
election. 


He did not name those he said 
were victims of these "unfounded 
and unjust" attacks, but he 
said 
the attacks were not aimed actual- 
ly at these men but were "direct 
attacks on the president of the Uni- 
ted states."

Truman said that when the Ko- 
rean Invasion occurred, the United 
states had to support the United 
Nations; It had to "fight" or back 
down. 


He expressed hope the 
Marine 
League—an organization of former 
Marines—would support him in his 
efforts to "get peace In the world." 
The ex-Marines applauded vigor- 
ously.

American casualties of the Korean 
war have mounted past 8,863. The 
defense department said that many 
have been announced in its regu- 
lar casualty lists, which lag some- 
what behind actual battle losses 
while next of kin are notified. 
The total includes J99 killed in 
action, 5,366 wounded and 
2,898 


missing. Of the wounded, 83 later 
died. The number killed in action 
so far publicly announced includ-s 
465 army men, 97 marines, 28 air 
force men, and nine sailors. 
The department said casualties 


for the week of Aug. 26 to Sept. 
1 totaled 1,977.

Two Navy Planes

two of Its fighter planes shot down 
the Russian bomber off Korea on 
Monday. 


This was the first official word 
that American planes knocked off 
the twin-engined Soviet craft when, 
the U. S. charges, it attempted to 
attack United Nations naval forces.

said the bomber "opened fire upon 
a UN fighter patrol, which return- 
ed its fire and shot it down." 
Cossalrs Identified 


A Navy spokesman at a briefing 
session for newsmen in the Penta- 
gon identified the fighter planes as 
;wo Navy Corsairs attached to task 
force 77, composed of carriers and 
supporting units: 


He said the Navy had no Infor- 
mation that would support the Mos- 
cow claim that two other Russian 
jlanes were- in the vicinity or that 
:i American fighters took part in 
.he brief fight. Moscow also con- 
tended the destroye-d bomber was 
on a training flight and was un- 
armed.

before congress adjourns. 
The committee, however, approv- 
ed a new peanut acreage quota 
bill. Senator Ellondor (D-La), act- 
Inj: chairman of the committee, told 
reporters the measure would per- 
mit different acreape quotas for 
different varieties of peanuts, with 
prospect It would result In biRRcr 
plantings of Virginia and Carolina 
jumbo varieties. 
The law now provides for a sin- 
gle over-all acreaffo quota for all 
varieties of peanuts. 
Ellc-nder said the committee vo- 
ted S to 2 to defer action on the 
cotton acreaffe bill. He said 
the 
bill would have authorized the sec- 
•retary of aprlculture to fix cotton 
acreage .quotas for the 1951 and 
1952 crops. The measure, he said, 
also would have 
provided 
that 
plantlnRs in excess of the quotas 
•would not be counted in computing 
future acreage quotas. 
'The eotlstlnp;. law authorizes the 
fixing of quotas when production 
reaches a level 30 per cent higher 
than the demand.^

COFFEE DRINKERS 
It is hard to imagine any 


matter which has-not -been 
the subject of" a survey in 
recent years. One has been 
made for the Pan-American 
Coffee Bureau to learn what 
beverages Americans drink, 
and the Bureau finds, with 
unquestionable satisfaction, 
that coffee is consumed by 
seventy per cent of Ameri- 
cans in summer and by sev- 
enty-five per cent in winter. 
These are much higher fig- 
ures than were reported for 
any other beverage; milk 
and chocolate milk were sec- 
ond with fifty to fifty-one 
per cent. 


The figures need not be 


doubted by anyone who re- 
calls the panic which was 
spread by last spring's false 
rumors of an impending cof- 
fee shortage. In the history 
of wars and sieges, a city 
occasionally has been reduc- 
ed to surrender by cutting 
off its water supply.

The story of the 
boy's

darkness, invented by Mary 
Mapes Dodge, an American 
has gone around the world, 
and has been taken for truth 
by generations of children 
These children, grown to 
the stature of adult tourists, 
have bothered the Nether- 
lands with questions about 
him, refusing to believe that 
no such person ever existed. 
This statue, e r e c t e d at 
Spaarndam, a typical Dutch 
town, is intended to satisfy 
inquiring travelers.

ter, like Andersen's wistful 
mermaid 
in 
Copenhagen, 


stands as a permanent sym- 
bol of the hold that a touch-

"I'm half wild horse and 


half cock-eyed alligator, and 
the rest of me is crooked 
snags and red-hot snapping 
turtle." This was the battle- 
cry of Mike Fink, king of 
the ; keel-boat' men who, 
early in the nineteenth cen- 
tury, poled heavyladen rafts 
up and down the Mississip- 
pi River. He has lately 
been brought to memory by 
the movement to have his 
body, now buried at 
the 


rnoUth of the Yellowstone, 
where he met 
his death, 


transferred to his birthplace 
in Fort Pitt Park, Pittsburgh. 


Mike's feats would seem 


fabulous if they were not so 
well attested. He and a com- 
panion would fill a tin cup 
with whiskey, place it by 
turns on each other's head, 
and shoot at it with a rifle 
from 70 yards away. The 
cup was a l w a y s bored 
through without injury to 
its living support. 


This sounds like an Am- 


erican version of the fable 
of William Tell and the ap- 
ple, but Mike was a real per- 
sonage, born in 1770 and 
killed, in 1823. Paul Bunyan, 
on the other hand, the hero 
of logging camps, is purely 
mythical. The new interest 
in both adds to our list of 
folk heroes, and enriches 
the American heritage.

Australian Wool 
Buying By U.S. 
Is Considered 


WASHINGTON, 
Sept. 7— Cm- 


Government agencies today 
were 
considering a. wool buying program 
in Australia and possibly other pro- 
ducing countries to see that defense 
and private industry needs are sup- 
plied. But no decisions have been 
made. 


Representatives of several agen- 
cies have met frequently for more 
than a month to discuss various 
problems involved in the 
present 


wool situation, including that of 
keeping supply pipelines filled for 
the next year or two, one official 
said. 


World demand for wool current- 


ly exceeds its production. 


Under suggested plans, the gov- 


ernment migh buy wool as an Inter- 
mediate agency to insure U. S. in- 
dutsry of its share of the available 
supply, purchasing on world mark- 
ets and reselling to textile indus- 
tries needing the fiber. 


Private buyers, apprehensive be- 
cause of the high price of wool and 
fearing the market may drop sud- 
denly after the Korean conflict, ap- 
pear skeptical about bidding in the

Rather than 
sit and permit their personnel to 
be siphoned off to research else- 
where, Southern 
universities can 
carry out research assignments of 
importance to national mobiliza- 
tion and of value to scientific and 
regional developmet as well."

Desertion on Battle Day. 
The Sunday school lesson 
for 
this week discusses the character 
of a young man, John Mark, who 
throughout Paul's ministry found 
himself in the very center 
of 
things. 
He was with Paul and 
Barnebas when these two mission- 
aries—the first ever sent out by 
the Christian church—started on 
their 
first missionary journeys. 


He went with them through Cyp- 
rus, and took ship with them to 
the mainland of what we now call 
Asia Minor. But here, for some 
reason or other, young Mark de- 
serted his two older companions 
and let them take the hard moun- 
tain journey alone. 


As Paul and Barnabas discussed 
plans for the Second • Missionary 
Journey, Barnabas proposed that 
they again take his young kins-, 
man, 
John Mark, who had 
de- 


serted them at the outset of their 
first tour. 
Family feeling 
was 
strong in .the breast of noble Bar- 
nabas. But Paul wanted no slack- 
er in his strenuous group. 
Thus 


there arose a serious 
disagree- 
ment between these veteran yoke- 
fellows, and 'they decided to part 
company. 


A Man "Comes Back." ' 


So Barnabas took Mark and sail- 
ed for Cyprus. -This is the last we 
hear of Barnabas. He disappears 
from the great story; though doubt- 
less it was his training of Mark 
that fitted the penitent to become 
vears later, the beloved helper of 
Paul and the private secretary of 
Peter. A man may "come back," 
but to the end of his days it must 
have been a erief to John Mark 
that he was the means of separat- 
ing Paul and Barnabas. 


The reason why a Sunday school 
lesson is made out of the career 
of this John Mark is that thn lad

of his craven irresponsibility. But 
Mark's relative, Barnabas, was the 
kind of man whose remedy 
for 


every situation was ' understand- 
in and kindness. He it was who 


im- gave Mark his second chance after 
He Paul had subjected the youngster 
to discipline. 


The firmness of Paul and the 


kindly understanding of Barnabas 
led the boy out of his moral lapse. 
Mark afterwards wrote the Gos- 
pel which bears his name, and 
both Peter and Paul speak of 
him in later years in their epis- 
tles as a. young man whom they 
love and in whom they have come 
to place the greatest confidence. 


Lesson for Us All. 


John Mark—the lad 'who made 


a bad mistake early in his career 
and later rose above tf: His tri- 
umph teaches lessons to young- 
sters in every generation who have 
fallen down in their responsibili- 
ties, and also Barents who have 
had to deal with children under 
such 
circumstances. 
To young 


people who have made some'griev- 
ous error, Mark's story of failure 
and later success carries the as- 
surance that we are never defeat- 
ed by anv mistake in life if onlv 
\VP are willine to learn the mes- 
sage it teaches. 


We can well believe that Mark 
reached moral triumph not in spite 
of his youthful mistake, but be- 
cause he faced Its consequences 
and learned the lessons it taught 
To parents, the failure of Mark 


and his later success bids parents 
have good cheer, even in the face 
of their children's folly. 
It takes 
a long while to grow a moral per- 
sonality. 
Give the young folks a 


chance. But a chance means the 
proper mixture of firmness and 
love—of Paul's discipline and. of 
the kindly understanding of Bar- 
nabas. A mistake lef> unrebuked 
is a gross disservice to the boy or 
girl who makes in. But if the re- 
buke brings 
forth repentance— 


and you may have to wait for this 
quite a while—then remember that 
the last word in the healing pro- 
cess is "love.'' 


Modern parents may ponder the 
Scriptural account of Mark's fall 
and rise with profit.
